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ham told him to remember he had his 
gootl things while livin^ and Lazarus had 
his evil things. Now he iscomforted.and 
thou art tormented. Thus sin drags its 
víctim down to the torments of heli.. 

"YVithout me," said Christ, "ye can do 
nolhing." How many poor souis have 
been sensible of the error of their ways, 
at times alarmcd about their sins, and 
have resol ved to forsake the ni, and lead a 
new life ; but knowing nothing of their 
own weakness or of Christ'sstrength, have 
resol ved, and re- resol ved, and died the 
same. To as Üttle purpose have others 
said many prayers, fasted certain days, 
tlenied themselves the comforts of life, 
the power of sin was not lessencd, the 
principle of sin was not weakened, the 
practice of sin was not preveu ted, vvhen 
the sense of sin was worn off,, and the 
fears of heli abated, then they returned to 
their oldltists once niorc. And remember 
if "ye li ve* after the ílesh, ye sha^l die." 
The Lord said, "My Spirit shall not al- 
ways strive with rnan." Sinner, the last 
knock w i II come, the last invítation will 
be given. You'll spurn the offer of merey 
once too oflen, and be lost throughout 
the cndless ages of cternity. "Tnrn ye, 
O turn ye, for why will ye die." 

The One who forgi ves. He who was 
able to create us into the world, is the 
one who alone is able to blot oul onr 
transgressions. "Who can forgive sins 
but God only ?" l'eie'r says, "Thcre is 
none olher name under heaven, given 
among meu, whereby yc may be saved," 
none olher na me, but the name of Jesús. 
The blood of Jesús alone has the power 
to clcanse from all sin. Accordingto the 
Mosaic law, it was necessary to sac rifi ce 
beasts, it was necessary to shed their 
blood for the atonetnent of sins. Jesús

The 
prayers of Paul and Silas caused the earth 
to quake and tremble, the old prison 
walls of Phillipi, caused the iron bolts to 
fly back in their sockets, and the prison - 
ers incarcerated there walked forth from 
the gloomy dungeons of the jail once 
morè to breathe the blessed air of free- 
dom. Sinners, don't allow yourselves to 
be bound by the chains of sin. Throw 
off the burden ; Jesús will bear it ; bid 
farewcll to the vain things of this world, 
and come to Jesús while time and oppor- 
tunity is given you. (Jesús stands with 
oulstrelched arins, a sign post, on the 
road-to glory, pointing to you with the 
finger of love from earth to heaven. Get 
on the straight and narrow path that leads 
to glory and you will reap the great re- 
ward. ) 

St. John in speaking of Christ says, 
"But as many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons of 
God, even to them thai believe on his 
name." God alone is possessed of the 
power of saving souls. Ife who was able 
to ereate man is possessed of the power 
to save. He was able to sa ve the proph- 
et Daniel from the mouths of raging 
I ions ; possessed of the power to divide 
•the wàters of the Red Sua and permit the 
children of Israel to pass through on dry 
ground, was able to destroy the army of 
Egypt'fi king, after the children of Israel 
had passed over in safety. The hosts of 
l'haraoh came thundering into the jaws 
Of death. God permit ted the wàters to 
fall back in their aceustomed place, and 
the hosts of l'haraoh were overwhelmed 
in the mighty flood. Thus we see that 
he who is able to create, to give life and 
to take it away, is the one who is able to 
save precious and immortal sou Is from a 
fate that is even worse than death.
